That 2 Cent Postage 


Although the Herald printed two 
weeks ago an explanatory state- 
ment regarding the reduction in 
postage Postmaster Slate informs 
us that many people do not under. 
stand that the two cent rate is 
limited im its use for the delivery 
of letters only within the distri- 
bution area of the Post office 
where the letter is mailed. To send 
a letter to a person receiving mail 
at or from the Northfield Post 
office costs two cents if mailed at 
the Northfield Post office. If 
mailed to a person receiving mail 
at the East Northfield or any other 
place three cents is necessary. The 
same rule applies in a similar way 
to all Post abtices:

The following rules govern the 
displaying of the American flag 
and are furnished through the 
courtesy of the United States Re- 
cruiting Service. 

1. Display the flag from sun- 
rise until sunset on National and 
State holidays, and on historic and 
special occasions. 

2. When displayed at an angle 
from a building or window, it 
should be run out to the head of 
the staff. 

8. Always suspend the flag 
vertically with the union to the 
north in an east and west street, 
and to the west in a north and 
south street. 

4. When the flag is displayed 
in a manner other than being 
flown at a staff, it should be dis- 
played flat, indoorg and out. |

The Grand Lodge, A. F. & A. M. 
of Massachusetts celebrated its 
200th anniversary in Boston June 
25 to 28. This lodge was originally 
warranted as a Provincia) Grand 
Lodge under a charter by the 
Grand Lodge of England in 1733, 
with the title of St. John's Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts. 

Maj. Henry Price was appointed 
first Provincial Grand aster. 
April 80, 1778, by the then Grand 
Master of the English Grand Lodge 
Viscount Montacute. 

In 1784 the Earl of Crawford, 
who succeeded Viscount Montacute 
as Grand Master of England ex- 
tended the jurisdiction of the Pro- 
vincial Grand Lodge all over North 
America. 

In December, 1769, St An- 
drew’s Grand Lodge was organized 
in Boston under a commission 
from the Grand Lodge of Scotland. 
Gen. Joseph Warren was made 
Master. Twenty-three years later 
and twelve years after the death 
of Major Price, the two Gand 
Lodges united.
